UGLY OUTBREAKS 


“Bo that as it may, there have 
been very urgly outbreaks at 
Calcutta and claewhere. The police 
and soldiers have been heavily 
attacked and compelled to fire 
in self-defence. Reckless attempts 
have been made to undermine the 
loyalty of the Sorvices, military 
and civil alike.

NEHRU DOCTRINE 


“Jowaharlg! Nehru's doctrine of 
violenco is, of course, directly 
opposed to Mr. Gandhis doctrine 
of non-violence, and not all the 
sophistries of Hindu” politics can 
conceal tho contrast.

“An Executive Council, sup- 
ported by the main Indion parties, 
ean come into existence only 
with thoso parties’ consent; and 
jt would be like Mr. Gandhi to 
bo the first in the ficld, staking 
out the clnims which his party 
would insist on as their price for 
this temporary co-operation. 

“But the difficulty of conatitut- 
ing such an Exccutive Council Is 
at the bottom tho same non that 
of framing the Constitution, It 
{a due to the political conflict 
between Hindus and Muslims, the 
intransigence of both partics and 
the failure of everybody up till 
now to build a bridge between 
them. 

“If a bridge is found, and the 
scheme of Indian self-determina- 
tion gocs forward along tho lines 
of tho still open Crippa’ offer, it 
will lead to Indian dominion, 
which (since dominions can secede 
if they lke) may claim complete 
formal independence if it wants 
to. 


“FORMAL” 


“But the important word here 
is ‘formal.’ If ono looks beyond 
forms to facts, India clearly will 
not bo ablg either to defend or 
to organise hereclf for a long 
time without the help.of outside 
power. Indians know well enough 
that no other power would play 
this part on such liberal-minded 
torms as Grent Britain; nor for 
historical reasona qpul¢ any other 
render the neoded services with 
any similar economy of effort 
and ouroness of touch, is 
reasonable, thereford, to suppose 
thet although under different 
forms, the very close relation 
between Great Britain and India 
will continuc. 

“Tho operative instrument will 
bo o treaty, ns was already con- 
templated in the Cripps’ Plan of 
1942, which had tho assent of all 
British parties. This feature, 
like others, was re-affirmed by 
Mr. Attlee ong Lord Wavell on 
September 19 when thoy added 
that the ‘Government Is giving 
immediate consideration to the 
form of such treaty.’ The inten- 
tion has throughout been to no- 
gotiate It with tho Indian _con- 
stitution-making body; and 
things zo well, both the body. and 
trpaty might begin to take shape 
in tho first-half of next year."— 
Reuter,

of Canterbury, is less well known 
to Britain’s public than was his 
predecessor. Dr. Templo had be 
come famous as a practical theolo- 
gian and in the.end, was popularly 
recognised as the Archbishop who 
demonstrated how much _ social 
matters ure connected with re- 
lizion.

Almost tho entire report of the 
Executive Committee, which forms 
the basis for the work now under 
way, haa been reviewed. If this 
prorress continues, the Drafting 
Committee for the Commission's 
report should be in session by 
the middle of the week. 

SITE PROBLEM 

There has not been the same 
tight unanimity among the Big 
Five here as at San Francisco, 

On the question of alte. the pro- 
babilities of a two-third vote back- 
ing the United States for the 
United Nationa Organisation's 
permanent headquarters lessened 
as the week went on. 

Britain, Belgium and France 
led a powerful fight to block, such 
a majority and throw the entire 
question up to the first meeting 
of the assembly. Although they 
could not hope to win the site for 
Europe, they sought to stall o 
dectalon that it would be im- 
possthlo to reverse in tho as- 
sembly. 

‘Nhe measure of their success 
was gleaned in Friday’s meeting 
of the Site Committee when Po- 
land surprisingly forsook the So- 
viet Union group and declared 
herself for Europe. 

At the beeinning of the week 
the necessity of 4 two-third vote 
for the United Statcs appeared 
to bo-a certainty, By Saturday, 
howovor, It waa a touch and go 
proposition.—Reuter.
